It was 
developed by Dick Pheysey but 
has since been modified by Hugh 
Crawford. 

More Air 

Consisting of an 18-inch stack 
with a perforated iron casting at 
the bottom end, the device al- 
lows greater quantities of air to 
be forced through the stack to 
increase the heat and burn the 
fuel more completely. 

Crawford tcok Pheyscy’s idea 
and merely set it on top of the 
stack of the conventional orch- 
ard heater to soup up the draft 
&1d cut down on the consumption 
of fuel. 

Nicnolson said the dcmonstra- 
tion, which will take place at 7 
p.m. on both nights just east of 
the packinghouse, is planned to 
show that soot can be cut down 
without going to the expense of 
replacing orchard heaters. 

Looks Promising : 

“It looks very promising,” the 
citrus association manager said. 

Meanwhile, in Los ‘Angeles 
county the L. A. chamber of com- 
mercé committee issued a list of 
approved orehard heaters com- 
plying with current and proposed 
smoke abatement legislation.

tist, told the House UnAmerican 


Activities Committee today he | 


was a Communist for three and a 
half years. 

He said this wa3 before he 
worked on the atom bomb project. 
And he insisted he always was a 
loyal American. 

Brother of Developer 

Oppenheimer is a brother of 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, one 
of the key men in the develop- 
ment of the atom bomb, and 
worked during the war at the 
radiation laboratory at the Uni- 
versity of California. 

The slender, 36-year-old scien- 
tist said he has just submitted his 
resignation as assistant professor 
of physics at the University of 
Minnezota. He said he wanted to 


give the university a chance to | 


determine whether it -wishes to 
keep him on the faculty. As far 
as he knows, he said, the resigna- 
tion has not yet been acted upon. 


Oppenheimer told reporters he | 


worked on the Army’s atom bomb 
nroiect and its peacetime succes- 
sor from 1941 to 1947.. He handed 
out a statement which he said 
was similar to his testimony be- 
fore the committee. It said: 
“My wife and I joined the Com- 


Mounist party in. 1937, seeking .an 


answer to the problems of unem- 
ployment and want in the wealth- 
iest and most productive country 


in the world. We did not find in | 


the Communist party the vehicle 
through which to accomplish the 
progressive changes were were in- 
terested in and so we left it about 
three and a half years later and 
never rejoined.

1. Those who said flatly “I 
refuse to answer’, were cited 
for contempt of congress, tried, 
found guiity, and sentenced. 

2. Those who said “I refuse 
to answer” and added ‘because 
it might incriminate me” had 
no trouble at all. 

Those extra few words, “... 
because it might incriminate 
me’, make a big difference. 

Two years ago the commit- 
tee, investigating Commun- 
ism, called in 10 Hcellywood 
writers and asked them the $64 
question. 

When all of them flatly  re- 
fused to answer, they were cit- 
ed for contempt of congress. 

Two of the 10—John Howard 
Lawson and Dalton Trumbo— 
were tried in federal court, 
foun @ guilty, and sentenced to 
e yéar in jail and a fine of 
$1C00. 

They wanted to make a test 
case cf it, so they were freed 
on bond while they appealed to 
the U. S. Court of Appeals. 
(Trial of the other eight cases 
has heen held up pending the 
outcome of the appeals.) 

Yesterday the Appellate 
Court said the lower court de- 
cision was right. 

Why hadn't the men answer- 
ed the committee’s question? 
They argued: The Constitu- 
tion protects a man from being 
compelled to disclose his priv- 


(JP) — The 


ate beliefs; and, so, he can’t be 
punished being silent about 
them. 

Not in this kind of case, said 
the Appellate Court. Why? It 
ruled: 

The right of free speech is 
not absolute. The country’s 
welfare comes first. And if the 
country’s welfare is involved, a 


man can be compelled to speak 
under penalty of being jailed 
if he doesn’t. 

The eourt reasoned that this 
country’s welfare was involved 
in this case in the question of 
Cemmunism beeause:

BERLIN (/P)—Americans in 
Germany have in some ways 
become the prisoners cf the 
conquered eaptured by Ger- 
man niwusic, beer and servants. 

That was the impression 
gained by correspondents flown 
here by Anicrican Overseas Air- 
lines on a tour of the war zones.

because it “might incriminate” 
him. 

Under the Constitution a 
man can’t be compelled to say 
anything about himself if it 
might incriminate him. Will 
this always be true? 

Maybe not. In some future 
case Congress and the courts 
may decide this constitutional 
protection doesn’t apply to 
Communism, 

So far, 
Phrase “... 


though, the little

incriminate me", has been a 
good escape hatch for anyone 
not Wanting ‘to say whether he’s 
a Communist. 

But there are a ccuple 
things to remember about 
Appellate Court decision: 

1. It applied to a ‘particular 
situation: What happened with 
the un-American activities com- 
mittee. It was investigating 
Communism. 

2. The same court might not 
think a man guilty of contempt 
of Congress at all if—say— 
he refused to answer about 
Ccmmunism before some com- 
mittee investigating farming, 
not Communism, 

3. The question is not fully 
settled anyway. The convicted 
men will appeal to the Supreme 
Court for the final word,
